King Gustafs waning health, 
harassed by chronic bronchial 
catarrh, took a fatal turn Friday 
after he had made his last regular 
official appearance before the 
cabinet. 

The new King will be sworn in 
formally at a ceremony in the 
roval palace at 2 p. m. (8 a. m 
EST) Monday. 

The Crown Prince’s wife, Prin- 
céss Louise, granddaughter of 
Britain's Queen Victoria and sis- 
ter of Earl Mountbatter, became 
Queen. Four-vyear-old Urince Cari 
Gustaf, great-grandson of the late 
King, is the new Crown Prince. 

At Monday’s ceremony the gov- 
ernment of Premier Tage Erlander 
will resign to give the new King 
the opportunity to appoint his 
own. He probably will re-appoint 


the same one.

The old monarch, who steered 
his nation in neutrality through 
two world wars. died at 8:35 
a.m. Oddly, it was on a similarly 
cold, drizzly Sunday morning in 
1907 that his father, King Oscar 
Il, died. 


At the death bed was Princess 
Sybilla, the King’s granddaughter- 
in-law. Shoftly afterward Prince 
Wilhelm, his second son, and 
Prince Bertil, third in succession.

The Chinese assault on Tibet is 


emerging as a four-pronged drive 


on Lhasa. according to sources in- 
the Indian frontier town of Ka-. 


Chinghai Province. 


Lhasa-controlied territory this 


side of the historic Tibetan-Chi- 
nese frontier formed by the Yang- 


tze River has been occupied by 
Chinese troops, these sources said. 


The Chinese are expected to 


thrust toward the capital in four 


directions: from Jyekundo via 
Nagchuka, the easiest route; from 
Jyekundo via Rivocke, from 
where the invaders are only one 
day's march away; from South- 
east Tibet to Markham Gartok 
and the Tibetan districts of Zayul 
and Isawarong: and, lastly, from 
Draya to Lhasa. 

A fifth prong may stab from 
Sinkiang at Rudock in Western 
Tibet. which is not strongly de- 
fended. 

The aim of the drives from the 
east would be to bypass the 11,- 
000-foot high fortress of Chando’ 
manned by 3,000 Tibetan troops. 


The nearest Communist forces 
are reported six days’ march from 
this stronghold which is one 
month's journey from Lhasa, 
though couriers riding day and 
night cover the distance in 10 
days. 

The remainder of Tibet's east- 
ern frontier is guarded by 10,000 
troops and 5,000 levies. The liat- 
ter are in the service of the pow- 
erful Pandatsang brothers who re- 
fused a Communist invitation to 
join the liberation forces.

Gamecocks Last of Season 


COLUMBIA, S. C., Oct. 29—(#)—A movg to shift mid- 
season's traditional Big Thursday of State Fair Week Clemson 
College-University of South Carolina football game to the 
end of the season is on again. 

This time the needle to knock tradition in the head comes 
from Coach Frank Howard of Clemson. Two years ago the 
university athletic council unofficially sounded out sentiment 
on the idea. 

Howard would have the game, played annually here since 
1896 on Thursday of State Fair Week—usually the third week 
in October—be the final game on each team’s schedule. 

Furthermore, he would have the site alternate from year 
to year between the 35,000-seat stadium here and Clemson's 
22,000-seat structure, enlarging the Clemson stadium to 35,000 
“or more.” 

To fill the gridiron vacuum this would create at the fair, 
he would have Clemson and South Carolina each play outside 
opponents at the fair, one on Friday, the other on Saturday, 
alternating the dates from year to year, with both being after- 
noon games.

The State 
Democratic Executive Committee now has 
authority over local committees. The State 
Committee, like the State Convention, is 
dominated by the Governor. 

That means the administration would 
have the power to dictate the nomination 
of all State officers, including county sher- 
iffs, court officials and others. All Georgia 
would be run politically from the State 
Capitol. Aspirants to the lowest offices 
would be unable to get their names on the 
ballot without running to Atlanta and 
coming to terms with the administration. 
Local officials would be stripped of all 
their real power and independence. They 
could do only the bidding of the state 
machine.

This year, the Talmadge Legis- 
lature eliminated the legal date for holding 
primaries, leaving this to the discretion of 
the State Committee, which is under con- 
trol of the Governor. 

It ought to be clear enough now that 
all these moves were directed toward the 


end of building a political machine which ‘ 


would control every county in the State. 
Those counties that have been under the 
impression that an extended unit system 
would strengthen them politically would 
do well to consider their status with their 
judges, ordinaries, court clerks and sheriffs 
constantly being summoned to Atlanta to 
get the latest instructions. 

It is fortunate that Rep. Pierre How-

This is the story of a Grady Hospital nurse we shall call Florence because . . 
well, because that is not her name and because there was once upon a time an- 
other good nurse named Florence. Down at Grady Hospital they are missing 
Florence these days and everybody talks about her. The aging old-timers who 
come again and again to the cancer clinic peer wistfully down the corridors, hoping 

| for a glimpse of her slim little figure and the rustle of her white skirts. Over on 
Gustetton once in awhile one of the youngest patients will awaken from a heavy sleep calling her 
mame. The other nurses, the interns, the office workers, even the people in the cafeteria, speak of 


her with something akin to awe. 
But she is a living legend to them. 

Fiorence came to Grady from a little Georgia 
town many years ago. She was a shy little wisp 
of a girl but what she lacked in self-assurance 
she made up in eagerness to learn and a burning 
desire to help the sick. She refused to keep 
hours. Long after she was due off duty, to be 
over in the nurses’ homes resting and having gab 
sessions with the other nurses, they would find 
her in the ward doing some task that nobody 
else had time for. Giving a lonely, frightened 
patient a little extra attention, talking to a sick 
child and holding his hand during the hours when 
his mother couldn't be with him, volunteering 
for the dull drudgery that is a part of every 
nurse's job. 


After she had been at Grady for a time 
Florence was assigned to the cancer clinic.

Great Bridge, Va. The sailing, the accidents, the eventful experi- 
ences will live on and on in our memories, the trivial will dis- 
appear. Boating can be a grand and glorious experience. 
One quality that boating calls for in abundance is the capacity 
to co-operate. For three people to be cooped up together in a 
space no larger than a tourist camp bathroom, day and night, for 
lil days is to set up a situation calculated to drive all of them 
mad unless each individual is extremely thoughtful. This is even 
more important than the navigational and seamanship abilities of 
the members of the party. To take a boat safely from one place 
to another on the earth's surface is a task requiring skill but to do 
this companionably requires something of more importance and of 
greater depth. Something you either have or don't have. For- 
tunately for our party’s comfort we were emotionally and tradi- 
tionally agreeable. 


Irritant The most irritating factor on the trip was the low- 

quality food available at the “marinas” and boat sup- 
pliers. Wherever there was monopoly (only one store serving the 
boatmen) the stocks were illegitimate brands, without exception. 
And this is important to the boatman. At home, for instance, if 
one opens a can of ‘bullet-like corn you have only to turn to toss 
it aside. But on a boat the cook stove has room for only three 
small cooking vessels and it takes an hour to heat that can of corn. 
If any dish fails you don’t have time to do it over. The canned 
goods people as an industry have made amazing progress in the 
past few years (you can even get eatable canned spinach if you 
know your brands) but there are still very many canned foods not 
fit to eat. They don't poison one immediately, they go about the 
job more tortuously. The consumer finds he has bought buckshot 
instead of peas and corn, dishwater instead of chowder, and red- 
lead instead of tomatoes. He had no choice.

nosis and because more people are living to be older, and beyond 
that, because the layman is coming to the doctor sooner for cancer 
checkup and doctors are alerted to the danger signals. 

“Cancer kills all ages, of course,” said Dr. Miller, “but it is most 
prevalent in the ages 40 to 60, and we have a greater number of 
our population in that age range now than ever before.” 

Men and women volunteers who have taken cancer as 
their particular enemy of society were told again and again 
this week that their vigilance is saving untold numbers of 
lives of people whose ignorance of cancer leads them to 


certain death. 


“It is not a hopeless disease,” they were assured. “It can be 
beaten, if it is only discovered while there is time. Time is the 
greatest weapon against cancer we know. By giving your time to 
others ... you are giving them life itself.”
